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THE SUPPRESSION OF LOTTERIES. 


At last the Government have put a stop to 
the sale of lottery tickets in our public streets, 
and in future this nuisance will cease. This 
‘s a matter for congratalation from every 
point of view, though we fear it will press 
somewhat hardly, for a time, upon those who 
have gained s scanty living by the sale 
of the tickets. Our only regret is that all 
lotteries without exception cannot be dealt 
with in the same summary fashion, Perhaps 
before long all lotteries will share the same 
fate, for the present exceptions are illogical. 
However, the Government is to be congratula- 
ted on having donesomething, though spart 
from the injurious effects of gambling upon the 
moral nature of the individual—a matter 
which hardly admits of argument—we see no 
reason why any one class of lottery should be 
exempted from the general rule. The object 
for which the tickets are aqld has nothing at 
all to do with the principle involved, and it 
looks to us as if the practice so prevalent every-

AN INSTITUTE FOR CAIRO. 


To THe Epiror or THE Eayprian Gazerre. 

Sir,—I was glad to see this matter brought 
forward so ably in your leading article, and so 
forcibly seconded by the writer of “Under the 
Mosquito Net.” Perhaps I may be allowed to 
trespass on your kindness to tell of the results 
of two years’ work for the inauguration of such 
an establishment in this city. ‘he idea was 
forced upon me by overhearing a young man 
remark that there are but two amusement to 
be had here,—getting drunk and the frequenta- 
tion of the places at which, on the authority of 
Solomon, the dead are unseen guests. Here was 
the truth bluntly stated, and I was obliged to 
think the matter over. 

As I generally act after having lain a-think- 
ing, it was not long before I was in communi- 
cation with England regarding funds for a 
Young Men’s Association. For a time I thought 
the ship I had launched was going on very 
well, but suddenly she struck on a sich ak and 
foundered. That rock was the question of na- 
tionalities. I maintained that the association 
should admit all Hwropeans, the people who 
had the money said it should only admit 


Englishmen, I refused to have anything to do. 


with it on their lines, they refused the funds 
on mine, and things came to a stand-still, 
where they are likely toremain until the end 
of the ages. 

Yet I did not despair. There is in Cairo, not 
a hundred miles from the old Alhambra, a 


‘very fine hall, and I decided to try to persuade 


the person who presides over its destinies to 
do something to stem the tide of vice and 
intemperance, and draw young men from the 
saloons by providing healthy amusement for 
them elsewhere. The answer I got was as 
follows : “If these men are not going to be 
converted, and to attend our meetings and 
Bible-classes, they are as well in the saloons 
as here.” There was nothing further to be said; 
it was a case of “Aut sint quod sunt, aut non 
sint.” 

Thus a splendid concert hall, which might, 
‘under proper management, be the means of 
keeping many young men away from the bottle 
and worse, is allowed to waste its sweetness on 
the desert sir, because, in the opinion of its 
directress, a concert, like all other amusements, 
is of the Devil.—-I am, etc.,

“Fr Cope-Whitehouse writes to us from

A copy of the 
Assouan trolley ticket, however, states that 
the benefits in 1903 were £4,000,000 | 

Under these. circumstances New England 
mill-owners, who had held off for the expected 
increased supply of long-staple Egyptian 
cottun, at a price in the neighbourhood 
of tivepence a pound, have now changed 
their machinery and turned their capital 
ty cther mauutsetures. There 13 a feeling 
that they have not been fairly dealt with ; and 
this bas bad something to do with the recent 
action of the State Department, in compliance 
with the request of a distinguished Senator 
who is influential in the Senate Committee of 
Foreign Affairs. 

Without entering into details, it is sufficient

he recent discussions of the Raiyan project 
in Washington, Rome, London and Berlin, 
have related entirely to the obstacles interpos- 
ed by officials, since 1867, acting under the 
authority of the dominant Power. The appeal 
to Austria-Hungary, France, Germany, Italy 
and Russia is based upon the distinction 
between the United States, as one of the 
nationalities protected by the six Powers, 
and these guarantors of the ‘Guaranteed 
Loan”. of .1885, who are also, since 1882, 
jointly and severally liable for the enforcement 
of the Capitulations. 

On January 25, 1905, the American Con- 
sul-General informed the Department of State 
that “referring to instructions of Oct. 29

calculated to rouse resentment, with a very 
large element of ridicule, at the difference 
between the menace and the means of execut- 
ing it. 

On March 13, 1905, the Department of 
State informed me that it had instructed the 
American Diplomatic Agent to endeavour to 
procure the Hodja for the Muellah Oasis, 
refused in June, 1888 ; or,the dossier, refused 
by Sir Eldon Gorst, April 10, 1895.

of the Pharaohs. ‘he company itself is doing 
excellent work by reclaiming Nile wastes by 
means of regulators, and converting them into 
fat lands which produce abundatly—with what 
enhancement of values may be imagined. 
The directorate is a very influential one.
